Established  by  the  Universities  Amendment  Act,  1983 
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1.  Introduction 


The  Private  Colleges  Accreditation  Board  was  established  in 
1984  by  an  amendment  to  Alberta’s  Universities  Act  It  is 
authorized  to  make  recommendations  to  the  Minister  of 
Advanced  Education  and  Career  Development  with  respect  to 
baccalaureate  degrees,  other  than  those  in  Divinity  programs, 
which  may  be  offered  by  Alberta  private  colleges.  With  the 
concurrence  and  support  of  the  Minister  of  Advanced  Education 
and  Career  Development,  authority  to  offer  degrees  may  be 
granted  by  Order  in  Council. 

The  primary  work  of  the  Board  is  to  receive  and  review 
applications  from  private  colleges  for  accreditation  in 
baccalaureate  programs,  and  to  conduct  periodic  evaluations  of 
accredited  programs.  The  Board  has  established  conditions 
which  must  be  satisfied  by  a college  proposing  to  offer  a degree 
so  that  each  approved  program  meets  acceptable  academic 
standards.  These  conditions  include,  in  part:  an  appropriate 
curriculum;  a sufficient  number  of  suitably  qualified  faculty 
members;  appropriate  library  and  learning  resources;  and, 
sufficient  financial  resources  available  to  support  the  programs. 

Four  private  colleges  incorporated  under  their  own  Act  of  the 
Alberta  Legislature  have  achieved  degree-granting  status  since 
1984.  Augustana  University  College  (formerly  Camrose  Lutheran 
College)  and  Canadian  Union  College  are  authorized  to  offer 
three-year  and  four-year  Bachelor  of  Arts  and  Bachelor  of 
Science  programs.  Concordia  College  offers  three-  and  four-year 
Bachelor  of  Arts  and  three-year  Bachelor  of  Science  programs. 

As  well,  The  King's  University  College  is  authorized  to  offer  a 
three-year  Bachelor  of  Arts  and  Bachelor  of  Science  programs 
and  a two-year  Bachelor  of  Education  (after  degree)  program  in 
elementary  education. 

The  private  colleges  with  accredited  programs  are  involved  in  the 
larger  post-secondary  system  in  Alberta.  Tables  1 and  2 in 
Addendum  A provide  data  on  the  number  of  students  transferring 
into  and  from  these  institutions  the  private  colleges. 
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2.  Membership  of  the  Board 


The  Board  consists  of  thirteen  members  appointed  by  the 
Minister  of  Advanced  Education  and  Career  Development:  a 
chair,  four  members  of  the  public,  four  university  academic  staff 
members  nominated  by  the  Universities  Co-ordinating  Council, 
and  four  private  college  academic  staff  members  nominated 
jointly  by  their  presidents. 


In  addition,  the  Minister  designates  an  official  from  his 
Department  to  attend  meetings  in  a non-voting  capacity.  The 
services  of  an  executive  officer  and  secretary  are  provided  to  the 
Board  by  the  Minister.

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3.  Activities  of  the  Board 


The  Universities  Act  requires  that  the  Board  establish  procedures 
for  the  periodic  review  of  the  operations  of  the  private  colleges 
with  accredited  programs.  Two  procedures  are  employed  for  this 
purpose.  One  is  the  submission  by  the  college  of  an  Annual 
Report  for  consideration  by  the  Board.  A second  procedure  is  a 
Comprehensive  Evaluation  which  occurs  within  seven  years  of 
the  time  the  college  was  awarded  degree-granting  status.  To 
date,  the  Board  has  reaffirmed  the  accreditation  of  the  existing 
approved  baccalaureate  programs  at  Augustana  University 
College,  Concordia  College  and  The  King's  University  College. 

In  the  November  of  each  year,  the  private  colleges  with 
accredited  programs  submit  an  Annual  Report  to  the  Board. 
These  reports  are  consolidated  and  examined  by  the  Board  with 
a view  to  assuring  that  the  quality  of  the  programs  remains  high. 
Also  included  in  the  consolidated  document  is  a comparative 
table  of  basic  indicators  which  is  prepared  by  the  Secretariat. 

(See  Table  3,  Addendum  A.)  The  1993-94  Annual  Reports  to  the 
Board  were  considered  at  the  December  meeting  of  the  Board 
and  some  follow-up  activities  are  underway.  Enrolment  statistics 
drawn  from  the  reports  of  the  colleges  are  included  in  this  Annual 
Report  as  Tables  4 and  5 in  Addendum  A. 

Throughout  the  year,  the  Board  continued  its  review  of  a proposal 
by  The  King's  University  College  for  a Bachelor  of  Education 
(after  degree)  in  elementary  education.  The  Board  met  at  the 
institution  in  April  to  consider  the  report  of  the  external  evaluation 
team  and  the  University  College's  response  to  the  report.  It 
decided  to  approve  the  proposal  and  recommend  it  to  the  Minster 
of  Advanced  Education  and  Career  Development  for  his 
consideration  and  recommendation  to  Cabinet.  Subsequently,  in 
September  1994,  an  Order  in  Council  was  issued  making  The 
King's  University  College  the  first  private  college  authorized  to 
offer  a Bachelor  of  Education  (after  degree)  program. 

The  Board  also  continued  its  review  of  the  following  programs 
submitted  by  Canadian  Union  College:  4-year  Bachelor  of  Arts  in 
English,  Music  and  Religious  Studies,  4-year  Bachelor  of  Science 
in  Biology,  and  3-year  Bachelor  of  Science.  An  external 
evaluation  team  comprised  of  Dr.  Roy  Berg  (Chair)  and  Dr.  Ron 
Bond  was  appointed  by  the  Board.  The  team's  report  and  the 
College's  response  to  it,  as  well  as  the  institution's  Self-Study  and 
the  Board's  on-site  visit  were  considered  by  the  Board.  At  the 
October  1994  meeting  the  Board  approved  the  proposals  and 
recommended  them  to  the  Minister  for  his  consideration  and 
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recommendation  to  the  Cabinet.  In  January  1995,  an  Order  in 
Council  was  issued  giving  Canadian  Union  College  authority  to 
offer  the  degree  programs. 

The  Board  continues  to  review  Canadian  Union  College's 
proposals  for  a 4-year  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  Behavioral  Science,  a 
4-year  Bachelor  of  Business  Administration,  and  Bachelor  of 
Education  (after  degree)  programs  in  elementary  and  in 
secondary  education.  In  the  case  of  the  BEd  proposals,  the 
Board  is  waiting  for  the  advice  of  the  Minister  of  Advanced 
Education  and  Career  Development,  after  consultation  with  the 
Minister  of  Education,  on  the  suitability  of  the  College  proceeding 
with  its  application  for  the  two  degree  programs. 

During  the  year,  the  Board  continued  its  review  of  a Bachelor  of 
Education  (after  degree)  in  elementary  education  proposal  from 
Concordia  College.  After  receiving  the  Minister's  letter  advising 
that  Concordia  may  proceed  with  its  application,  the  Board 
appointed  an  external  evaluation  team  to  assess  the  academic 
merits  of  the  program.  Members  of  the  team  were  Dr.  Helen  llott 
(Chair),  Dr.  Kathryn  Skau  and  Dr.  Ritchie  Whitehead.  The  team 
(along  with  the  Executive  Officer)  conducted  a visit  to  the  campus 
in  January  1995.  The  team's  report  was  forwarded  to  the  Board 
in  March  for  discussion  at  the  Board's  April  meeting. 

As  reported  in  the  1993-94  Annual  Report,  the  Board  had 
approved  Augustana  University  College's  4-year  Bachelor  of  Arts 
in  Sociology  and  Concordia  College's  4-year  Bachelor  of  Arts  in 
English  and  Religious  Studies.  In  April  1994,  Orders  in  Council 
were  issued  by  Cabinet  authorizing  the  institutions  to  offer  the 
applicable  degree  programs. 

In  October  1994,  the  Board  reviewed  the  process  of 
Comprehensive  Evaluations  and  the  document,  A Guide  for 
Teams  Conducting  Comprehensive  Evaluations  of  Accredited 
Programs.  During  the  review,  the  Secretariat  obtained  comments 
from  the  3 private  colleges  and  from  the  chairs  of  the  3 external 
evaluation  teams.  A number  of  the  suggestions  will  be 
incorporated  in  the  document.  Discussion  of  the  review  led  to 
changes  to  sections  of  the  Accreditation  Handbook. 

With  the  recent  establishment  of  Advanced  Education  and 
Career  Development's  Access  Fund,  private  colleges  have  been 
given  the  opportunity  to  have  new  program  proposals  considered 
by  the  Access  Fund  Advisory  Committee  for  possible  funding. 
However,  new  degree  proposals  also  must  be  submitted  to  the 
Board  for  its  approval  and  recommendation  to  the  Minister  before 
the  programs  can  be  offered.  Because  of  the  tight  timelines  in 
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relation  to  the  Access  Fund,  the  private  colleges  asked  the  Board 
to  consider  altering  its  accreditation  process  for  such  proposals. 
The  Board  did  not  want  to  impede  any  of  the  private  colleges 
from  obtaining  Access  Fund  approval.  Therefore,  it  implemented 
a fast-tracking  process  for  considering  such  degree  program 
proposals. 

In  April  1994,  the  Minister  of  Advanced  Education,  his  Deputy 
Minister  and  his  Executive  Assistant  met  with  the  Board  to 
discuss  the  work  of  the  Board  and  the  Draft  White  Paper  - An 
Agenda  for  Change. 

The  Board  also  has  updated  its  Management  Plan,  which 
projects  the  known  working  activities  of  the  Board  for  a five-year 
period;  and  has  processed  changes  in  concentrations  offered  in 
three-year  accredited  degree  programs  at  the  colleges. 

In  the  year  ahead,  major  emphasis  will  be  given  to  determining 
the  outcomes  of  the  program  proposals  from  Canadian  Union 
College,  Concordia  College  and  The  King's  University  College.  In 
addition,  the  Board  will  review  and  update  the  Accreditation 
Handbook. 


4.  Chairmanship 

On  14  February  1995,  Dr.  Worth's  last  term  as  Board  Chair 
expired.  A small  reception  attended  by  past  and  present  Board 
members  and  officials  from  the  private  colleges  was  held 
following  Dr.  Worth's  last  Board  meeting  to  pay  tribute  to  his 
work.  The  Deputy  Minister,  Lynne  Duncan,  expressed  the 
appreciation  of  the  Minister  of  Advanced  Education  and  Career 
Development  and  the  government  for  Dr.  Worth's  exceptional 
commitment  to  adult  learning  in  Alberta  and  to  the  work  of  the 
Board. 

The  Minister  appointed  Dr.  Peter  Krueger  as  the  new  Chair  on  15 
February  1995.  Dr.  Krueger  was  first  appointed  to  the  Board  as  a 
public  member  in  June  1992. 
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5.  Administration 


The  Secretariat  assists  the  Chair  and  the  Board  in  their  activities 
by  providing  advice  on  matters  of  policy,  organizing  meetings, 
helping  to  set  meeting  agendas  and  preparing  publications.  It 
also  provides  information  in  response  to  inquiries  from  various 
agencies  and  members  of  the  public  about  matters  related  to 
private  colleges  and  accreditation.  To  facilitate  their  work,  the 
Board's  Executive  Officer  serves  as  an  advisory  member  on  all 
external  evaluation  teams.
